And  here  let  me  notice  a  perverse  opinion 
entertained  by  some  respecting  Judas,  namely  :

rael.  Matthias  was  chosen  to  ”  take  part  of 
this  ministry  and  apostleship  from  which  Judas 
by  transgression  fell,  that  he  mi"ht  go  to  his 
ovn  place."  Now  if  his  men  place  was  on  one 
of  those  thrones,  were  there  no  means  of  ascend 
mg  it  but  by  theft,  treason  and  seif  murder !
